COIN COLLECTING 


Interest in coin collecting has greatly 
increased in the past few years. A big 
factor in the increased popularity of coin 
collecting is the availability of the handy 
folding type coin boards at a reasonable 
price. A great many people try to fill 
the boards as set up. We find pennies, 
nickels and dimes seem to be the most 
popular. Commemorative half dollars 
have always been popular but, because 
many are expensive, the collectors who 
can afford them are limited. Very few 
of the commemorative coins are found 
in circulation but a lot of the dates and 
mint marks of the regular issues of coins 
can be picked out of change. It is surpris- 
ing how many of the better coins can be 
found in bank rolls or in change. One of 
our customers found 1941 over 1942 
Mercury dime in a roll he got from a 
bank. The coin was in very fine condi- 
tion and lists from $8.50 to $40.00. 
Another customer found a 1916D Mer- 
cury dime ($6.00 to $25.00) in a dime 
bank and a 1914D Lincoln penny (5.00 
to $15.00) in a jar of pennies he had 
been saving. One of the men who collects 
the money from the parking meters for 
a town near here found five of the 
1909SVDB pennies in six months of 
checking as well as many other better 
coins going back to the 1857 Flying 
Eagle pennies. 

The eleven dollar bills found recently 
in this area have received a lot of pub- 
licity. The front is a $10.00, complete 
with portrait of Alexander Hamilton 
but the back is printed from the one 
dollar plate. These are printed in sheets 
of eighteen. So far only two have been 
reported. Some may be found by the 
banks and returned to be destroyed. 
The number available to collectors will 
determine what they are worth. 

The new Numismatic Publication 
should be of interest to the large number 
of collectors in this area as well as to 
the non-collector who always has a few 
coins in an old trunk or drawer that 
have been handed down thru the years.

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STATE COINAGE 


The Articles of Confederation, adopt- 
ed July 9, 1778, provided that Congress 
should have the sole right to regulate 
the alloy and value of coin struck by 
their own authority or by that of the 
respective states. 


Each state, therefore, had the right to 
coin money, but Congress served as a 
regulating authority. New Hampshire 
was the first state to consider coinage, 
but few if any coins were placed in cir- 
culation. The only specimens known bear

Vermont, Connecticut, and New 
Jersey, granted coining privileges to com- 
panies or individuals. Massachusetts 
erected its own mint in which copper 
coins were produced. A number of inter- 
esting varieties of these state issues, most 
of which were struck in fairly large 
quantities, can still be easily acquired, 
and form the basis for many present day 
collections of early American coins.

Proof and Commemorative Coins 


Proof coins are especially hand struck 
pieces from polished metal blanks and 
dies which gives a mirror-like finish to 
the coins. Proof coins have always been 
sold by the Philadelphia Mint at a pre- 
mium. To obtain a proof set of the cur- 
rent year’s coinage send $2.10 in postal 
note to Supt. Philadelphia Mint, 16th 
and Spring Garden Streets, Philadelphia, 
Pa. You may order as many sets as you 
wish at $2.10 per set. 


Commemorative half dollars are auth- 
orized from time to time by Congress. 
These coins, when issued, are not sold 
by the Mints or the Treasury to individ- 
uals. The coins are turned over to the 
Commission authorized by Congress, at 
face value. The Commission then sells 


the halves at a premium. The issue price 
of most commemoratives has been from 
$1.00 to $1.50 each, however, others 
have been issued at $3.00 each.
